Of Singapore Stronghold 


A Domei dispatch from Singapore gives this account of the surrender 
of the British stronghold. 
"Lieut. Gen. Tomoyuki Yamashita, commander in chief of the Japa­ 
nese expeditionary forces, dictating Japanese terms for the surrender 
of Singapore a t the historic 49-minute meeting last night with Lieut. 
Gen A E. Percival, commander in chief of British forces in Singapore, 
peremptorily accepted full responsibility for tire live* of British and 
Australian troops a* well as B riton women and children remaining in 
Singapore.

Churchill also cited the m ight of 
Soviet Russia, whose example of 
unity am id adversity he laid before 
the British. 
‘ Tile R ussian arm ies have not 
been defeated,” he saiu. "They have 
not been torn to pieces . . . They 
are advancing victoriously, driving 
the foul invader frotoi th a t native 
soil thpy have guarded so bravely 
and loved so well. . . 
‘ Here, then, are two trem endous 
facts which will in the end dom ­ 
inate the world situation and m ake 
victory possible. , . 
New Promise—“Hard W ar” 
The leader who rallied the B ritish 
people after D unkerque with the 
promise only of “blood, sweat and 
te a rs ’ 
gave 
them 
only 
a 
new 
promise of "a hard, adverse war for 
m onths to come.” 
In a stirring conclusion he bid 
them “draw from the heart of m is­ 
fortune th e vital impulse of vic­ 
tory. . . Let us move forward stead­ 
fastly together into the storm and 
through the storm ” 
C hurchill reviewed B ritain's vast 
and 
complex 
problems 
before 
Japan's declaration 
of 
war, just 
keeping ‘‘our heads above water a t 
home,” and asked w hether, in view 
cf the narrow m argin cf survival 
in t^e west, “could we have provid­ 
ed for the safety of the F ar F is t 
against such an avalanche of fire 
and steel as has been hurled upon 
us by Ja p a n ? ”

“But I am sure, even in this dark

m ust 
not 
underrate 
the 
power and malice of our latest foe. 
But neither m ust we undervalue the 
gigantic, overwhelm ing forces which 
now stand in line w ith us in this 
world 
struggle 
for freedom, and 
which once they have 
developed 
their full natural inherent power, 
w hatever 
has 
happened 
in 
the 
meanwhile, w ill be found fully capa­ 


ble of squaring ail accounts and 
setting all things right for a long 
tim e to come.”
